A pure, mild 
soap properly used does not harm 
silk, but a soap containing excess 
caustic alkali both yellows and 
weakens It. Hot w ater and drying 
in the sunlight have a yellowing 
action. Drying over heat weakens 
the fibers. This is particularly no­ 
ticeable with silk stocking. Col­ 
ored silks may be washed with 
lukewarm w ater and mild 
soap, 
provided the color is fast. W ring­ 
ing causes spiderweb lines, so in­ 
stead the silk should be rolled in 
soft cloth. Press when almost dry 
or silk may be stiff.

started to lay before November 15 
returned a 50 per cent greater in­ 
come from

from November 1 to October 31 
than did those which did not start 
laying until after January 1. In 
these studies it was found that 
from the standpoint of annual egg 
production and income the ideal 
time for pullets to come into pro­ 
duction was around November 1. 
The birds which came into laying 
at an earlier date were just as 
profitable, if not more so, due to 
the extra Septem ber and October 
production which more than com­ 
pensated for the possible vacation 
due to the early winter molt to 
which early-laying, 
white 
leg­ 
horn pullets are subject. 
It was revealed in these studies 
that the average date of first egg 
was late in November, or in other 
words, the pullets were not being 
brought 
into 
production 
early 
enough in the fall to realize the 
greatest profits. This 
discovery 
of the fact that 
while 
Leghorn 
pullets which start laying early in 
the fall are equally if not more 
profitable has led to changes in 
management 
practices 
which 
bring the pullets into production 
much earlier 
than was formerly 
considered wise. 
In studies with heavier breeds

Q uestion: W hat are som e of the 
things the poultry m an can do to 
secure b etter egg production? 
A nsw er: If the pullets are in ­ 
fested w ith lice they should 
b e 
freed of 
these 
parasites. 
This 
should b e done b efore housing, or 
in advance of cold w eather, pre­ 
ferab ly at the tim e the pullets are 
tran sferred from the 
range 
to 
w inter quarters. 
Prob ab ly the next m ost im port­ 
ant procedure is to do a good job 
of feeding. A fter all w inter 
egg 
production is quite largely a ques­ 
tion of feeding, b ut good feeding 
w ill not overcom e the handicaps 
of late m aturity due to late hack­ 
ing, lack of care during the grow ­ 
ing season, or im proper housing. 
T he pullets m ust b e w ell-fed tho. 
and this m eans a ration consisting 
of a good poultry m ash as w ell 
as lib eral quntities of w holesom e 
grains, A good scratch feed for 
early w in ter is a m ixture of tw o 
pounds of y ellow com to one of 
w heat. A good lay ing m ash is a 
m ix ture of 2 pounds each of b ran, 
m iddlings, and y ellow com m eal, 
and 1 1-2 pounds of m eat scraps. 
D uring the fall and w in ter ab out 
15 pounds of grain should b e fed 
to 100 hens. In w inter, from 3 to 
5 pounds of grain should b e fed 
in the m orning, and at n ight the 
hens should b e given all the gram 


they w ill consum e ab out an hour 
b efore they usually go to roost. 
The lay ing m ash should b e kept 
b efore them at all tim es. A t least 
a foot of feeding space should b e 
allow ed six hens. 
A t noon each day a m oist crum ­ 
b ly m ash should b e fed, 
giving 
w hat the b irds w ill eagerly con­ 
sum e in 15 m inutes. A flock of 100 
hens should eat 7 1-2 pounds of 
m ash daily . If this am ount is not 
consum ed it w ill b e availab le to 
give sour m ilk as a drink. In fact 
if skim m ilk is the only liquid the 
hens consum e, and w ater is w ith­ 
held, w inter egg production 
can 
b e greatly stim ulated. 
O ne should not neglect to keep 
b efore the flock a lib eral supply 
of oy ster shell or som e adequate 
m aterial for shell-m aking. If this 
is neglected the hens w ill b e un ­ 
ab le to 
lay .

Question: Is pit storage satis­ 
factory for vegetables, and w hat 
are some of 
the 
directions 
for 
providing such storage? 
Answer: A pit built in the gar­ 
den is a very satisfactory storage 
place for many of the 
vegetable 
crops. Such a pit is built by choos­ 
ing a w ell-drained place, 
piling 
the roots in 
a conical 
pile 
and 
covering them with a 5 or 6 inch 
layer of straw or leaves. This lay­ 
er is then covered with 4 or 5 
inches of dirt, and as the w eather 
gets colder more layers are add­ 
ed, alternating the straw or leaves 
with the dirt until sufficient cov­ 
ering is added to prevent freez­ 
ing of the roots. 
It is well to dig a sm all ditch 
around the pit to carry off the 
rain which runs off of the pile, so 
that it will not get into the roots 
and cause them to rot. If the pit 
method is used for large quan­ 
tities, it is often constructed sev­ 
eral fe^t long. In such instances, 
w’here large quantities of 
vege­ 
tables are stored, it is well to af­ 
ford extra ventilation by placing 
a wooden chimney extending from 
the bottom out through the top, 
in the pile every 8 
to 
10 
feet. 
When the w eather becomes very 
cold these chimneys are closed so 
as to prevent freezing of the ve­ 
getables.—J. W. C. Anderson, Ex­ 
tension Horticulturist.

Question: Will you give some 
suggestions ab out washing knitt­ 
ed articles. 
Answer: Sweaters, scarfs, 
and 
other knitted or crocheted articles 
often lose their shape when clean­ 
ed unless special precautions are 
taken. Handle them as 
follows: 
Lay the article on a sheet and 
mark around it with pins or with 
a pencil. Use luke warm water 
and soap solution and wash arti­ 
cles b y squeeing rather than b y 
rub b ing, and keep it under water 
as much as possib le. When lifting 
it keep the hand under and put 
the garment into a pan, Rinse un­ 
til the last water is clear. 
Squeeze out the water 
either 
with the hands 
or

through the wringer keeping tne 
hand under the garment to

his state as a catastrophic pro­ 
portions. “This disappearance cf 
grouse was not unlooked for. It 
was expected, b ut the suddenness 
of its occurrence and its extent 
for prairie chickens and sharp­ 
tailed grouse were much b eyond 
expectations,” Dr. Green reports. 
The Black Hills of South Dako­ 
ta are furnishing further evidence 
that the deadly cycle is underway. 
Theodore Kreuger, national for­

pleted in numb ers.” Last 
year, 
Kreuger 
declares, 
there

plenty of grouse. “It was often 
necessary to stop a car and chase 
one out oi the way to avoid runn­ 
ing over it.” 
Disease, which recurrently at­ 
tains epidemic proportions, is b e­ 
lieved b y scientists to b e respon­ 
sib le for “game cycles.” As the 
supply of various species 
reach 
maximum 
proportions, 
disease 
appears to sweep through them, 
reducing the supply to remnants 
of the former plentitude. Then 
follows a gradual b uildup, usual­ 
ly reaching a peak in from seven 
to ten years, when a decline again 
sets in. 
Dr. Green nas found 
evidence 
that tularemia, 
a disease 
more 
commonly identified with rab b its, 
may b e responsib le. A single rab ­ 
b it, he discovered, carries ordin­ 
arily ab out 1500 ticks which trans­ 
mit the disease 
when 
infected. 
When the rab b it dies all of the 
ticks may b ecome infected 
and 
the infection is then hereditary in 
the ticks. In this way, Dr. Greea 
b elieves, the disease may b e trans­ 
mitted. 
If the disease 
is 
particularl/ 
virulent, only one out of 
every 
300 rab b its may survive. It then 
requires a period of from eight to 
ten years for the rab b its to b e­ 
come numerous enough to stand 
another epidemic. This accounts 
for the cycles in the disease, in 
Professor Green’s opinion. 
That the ruffed grouse of New 
England and the hill country of 
southern states as yet are unaf­ 
fected b y the “game cycle” is in­ 
dicated b y reports received 
b y 
the Foundation of b umper crops 
of the b irds there this Fall. “These 
reports, while most encouraging,

MOST PROFIT IN EARLY EGGS 


I*ayers Should Com* into Produc­ 
tion Around November 1 


| The ability to secure early fall 
and winter eggs affords the great­ 
est opportunity 
to increase 
th 
egg production and income from 
the poultry flocks 
says 
H. 
L. 
Kcmpster, chairman of the poul­ 
try department of the 
Missouri 
College of Agriculture. 
According to studies made 
by 
the College, Leghorn pullets which 
started to lay before November 15 
returned a 50 per cent greater in­ 
come from 
the 
eggs 
produced 
from November 1 to October 31 
than did those which did not start 
laying until after January 1. In 
these studies it was found that 
from the standpoint of annual egg 
production and income the ideal 
time for pullets to come into pro­ 
duction was around November 1. 
The birds which came into laying 
at an earlier date were just as 
profitable, if not more so, due to 
the extra September and October 
production which more than com­ 
pensated for the possible vacation 
due to the early winter molt to 
which early-laying, 
white 
leg­ 
horn pullets are subject. 
It was revealed in these studies 
that the average date of first egg 
was late in November, or in other 
words, the pullets were not being 
brought 
into 
production 
early 
enough in the fall to realize the 
greatest profits. This 
discovery 
of the fact that 
while 
Leghorn 
pullets which start laying early in 
the fall are equally if not more 
profitable has led to changes in 
management 
practices 
which 
bring the pullets into production 
much earlier 
than was formerly 
considered wise. 
In studies with heavier breeds 
it was found that pullets 
which 
started laying before November 1 
returned more than twice the egg 
income than 
did pullets 
which 
failed to start laying until after 
January 1. It is thus seen that *t 
is to the poultryman’s advantage 
to bring his pullets into laying at 
the earliest opportunity.

Two CCC camps are now located 
in Lincoln County and workmen 
are preparing the land for

park project. 
In Miller and Camden Counties 
the government has authorized the

The 
land is being put into condition 
by CCC workers for parks. 
Migratory waterfowl preserves 
will be established in Holt
